As such, applicant has amended claim 13 without providing an argument particularly pointing out 
the patentable novelty thereof. See MPEP § 714.02 - § 714.04. Likewise new claim 60 does not have the requisite corresponding 
argument as to the patentable novelty thereof

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Response to Remarks 

1. Applicant's Remarks filed on March 21, 2 006 and April 18 , 
2006 have been fully considered. 

Applicant states that Claims 13 and 14 have been amended. 
However, the newly amended dependent claim 13 does not include 
all the features of the original claim 11. For example, the 
amended Claim 13 lacks the following features as listed in the 
canceled Claim 11: 

(a) wherein said light ray flux emitted from the 
semiconductor laser is transmitted along the first optical path 
through said uniaxial crystal plate to said objective lens for 
focusing on the optical recording medium; and 

(b) wherein light ray flux reflected from the optical 
recording medium is transmitted through said uniaxial crystal 
plate and along said second optical path to said at least one 
light-receiving element. 

Similarly, the newly added method Claim 60 is not exactly 
derives from the original Claim 11 because the method Claim 60 
does not includes the claimed objective lens "for focusing on the 
optical medium" .
